San Jose, Stockton, and other places, 
in reference to the new valley rail­ 
road, . during (he last 
week, each 
place vieing with each other to offer 
the best inducements to the managers 


of the road.

Belshaw ot Antioch leared that 
the bill was benath the dignity of the 
House. 
He was opposed to making 
^the House an instrument for playing 
jokes. 
The Assemblymen, he urged, 
were not a lot of schoolboys. 


Cutter of Vuba rallied to the bill's 
assistance. 
He denied 
that the 
matter was a joke. 


Judge 
Waymire 
of 
Alameda 
thought the matter was of too light a 
character to cause the House to delay 
its -proceedings, besides he thought 
it was discourteous to the ladies. 


Powers of San Francisco was in 
favor of the bill, but he was sure that 
he meant np discourtesy to the ladies.

SECTION I. It shall be unlawful 


for any person or persons visiting any 
place of public amusement to wear 
hats, bonnets, hoods or other head- 
wear during the hours of the perform­ 
ance, and any person violating the 
provisions of this act shall be liable 
to the person aggrieved in damages 
not to exceed the sum oi $50. 


SEC. 2. Any person or persons 
violating the provisions of section 1 


of this act shall, in addition to the 
damages imposed in section 1, be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall, upon conviction, be fined a sum 
not to exceed the sum of $25, or be 
imprisoned in the County Jail not to 
exceed twenty-five days. 


SEC 3. 
The provisions of the 
above sections shall be enforced in 
any court of competent jurisdiction. 


SEC. 4. This act shall take effect 
from and after its passage.

One very great source of trpuhl 
and 
annoyance 
to the people ol 
Berkeley is its partially opened streets. 
There are but very few that are con 
tinuously open across the full length 
or breadth of the town. 
It puts one 
very much out of patience to get 
part way through an avenue or street 
and find it blocked by a fence. 
In 
order to get beyond and into the 
same street again you are forced to 
retrace your steps and go quite a dis­ 
tance out of your way before return­ 


ing to the same track again. 
Per­ 
chance this may occur several times 
ere you Urrive at the place started 


for. 
.< 


Berkeley was quite unfortunate in 
the employment of either careless or 
incompetent 
engineers in the early 
stages of her growth. 
The conse 
quence is so much crookedness in 
her streets and blocks of land. 
h 
must seem queer to visitors when 
they discover that every block or 
nearly so in the town is out of square; 
that streets run straight but for short 
distances. 
Often it looks as if an 
earthquake had struck one portion of 
the roadway and pushed it partially 
to one side. 
For all of this careless­ 
ness, or more likely ignorance, the 
present property owners are having 
to pay. 


At the same 
time all of these 
troubles are in existence and sooner 
or later must be remedied. 
It is 
quite certain that in a growing town 
like this the cost of condemning the 
land and paying for the same cannot 
be done cheaper than at the present 


day, barring, of course, the cost ol 
such printing as the law requires, 
which is now costing at least one- 
third more than it can be done for. 


Looking at it in this light the town 
should use all means it can immedi­ 
ately to have every street, avenue and 
alley opened throughout. 
The ac­ 
tion of the present Board of Trustees 
would be correct if they were not so 
unfortunate as to make so many mis­ 
takes, which adds materially to the 
cost of this very necessary work. 


The time is not far distant when 
the whole water front should be made 
available. 
Then all the cross streets 
leading thereto ought to be free and 
unimpeded. The time will also come 
when the ownership of Berkeley's 
water front will come into the Courts 


for adjudication. 
Claims are laid to 
portions of U which may be legal or 
not.
